BOLDEST STROKE 


IS DELIVERED. 
BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

Washington, March 26.—President 
Hoover today delivered what is re- 
garded perhaps as the boldest stroke 
of his administration thus far by for- 
mally and officially announcing his 
whole-hearted approval of the much- 
discussed plans for reorganizing re- 


publican party activities in the south. 

Not only did he accept the south- 
ern reorganization program, but he 
served notice on republican organiza- | 
tion leaders in such states as Geor- | 
gia, South Carolina and Mississippi, 
which were mentioned by name, that 
unless they were able to “initiate such 
organization through the leadership of 
men who will command confidence and | 
protect the public service, the differ- ' 
ent federal departments will be com- 
pelled to adopt other methods to se 
cure atlvieé as to the selection. of fed- 
eral employes.” In short, these lead- 
ers were warned that a voice in all 
federal patronage matters will be de- 
nied them unless they put their houses 
in proper order. 

Almost in the same breath, how- 
ever, the president declared that re- 
cent exposures of patronage scandals 
in these three states “obviously render 
it impossible for the old  organiza- 
tions , . . to command the confidence 
of the administration, although many 
members of these organizations are 
not subject to criticism.” He described 
such conditions as “intolerable to 
publie service,” as “repugnant to the 
ideals and purposes of the republican 
party” and “unjust to the people of 
the south.” With a note of emphasis 
he added that they ‘‘must be ended.’’ 

The president’s announcement at 
the White House was followed in a 


few hours by a specific announcement 
regarding postmaster appointments by 
Postmaster-General Brown, which re- 
vealed that present republican leaders 
in three states, Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and Mississippi, have been de- 
prived of any voice in patronage. 

srown also declared that as a gen- 
eral policy, postmaster selections 
throughout the country would be 
based on the applicant’s “business ex- 
perience and executive ability rather 
than political considerations.” 


Correct Conditions. 


“The duty of reorganization,” said 
the president, “so as to correct these 
conditions rests with the people of 
those states, and all efforts to that 
end will receive the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the administration.” 

Perhaps the most interesting phase 
of the Hoover pronunciamento is the 
fact that it is looked upon as a com- 
plete victory for Colonel Horace A. 
Mann, manager of the southern terri- 
tory during the campaign, who has 
led the fight for republican reorgani- 
zation in the south. At the same time 
it is regarded as something of a blow 


to Chairman Hubert Work and mem- 
bers of the republican national com- | 
mittee, who have not looked with 
favor on the reorganization scheme.

Skipper in all Florida federal pat- 
ronage matters. 

Similar committees, varying in size 
and the extent of democratic or 
Hoovercratic representation, will be 
announced for Georgia and elsewhere 
at ah early date, together with more 
elaborate organization structures. 

Two familiar republican figures 
will pass from the southern picture 
as result of the new Hoover policy. 
These are Joseph Tolbert, known as 
“Tieless Joe’ because he shuns the 
cravat, republican boss in South Caro- 
lina, and Perry Howard, negro na- 
tional committeeman and republican 
leader in Mississippi. Howard was 
indicted in connection with patronage 
dispensation, was acquitted, but now 
faces new charges. 

The negro national committeeman 
in Georgia, Ben Davis, was ousted 
from his position, which has not yet 
been filled. There is a scramble on 
in that state now for the republican 
leadership. 

The advisory committee system was 
interpreted as a-.warning to such 
leaders as Creager and J. Will Taylor, 
republican leader in Tennessee. 

The new policy is a partial victory 
for Brookbart, as well as for Colonel 
Horace Mann, leader in the Hoover 
southern campaign and _ so-called 
“mystery man.” Mann, it is wunder- 
stood, was influential in establishment 
of the advisory committee system. 
However, he had advocated appoint- 
ment of a general southern patronage 
supervisor. 

Through a statement made later 
in the day by his secretary, George 
Akerson, the president seems to have 
gotten around, somewhat, the con- 
flict between the southern campaign 
manager and members of the national 
committee over the part negro party 
leaders will play in southern repub- 
lican affairs under the new order. 
It has been the determination of 
Colonel Mann from the start that 
party management in the south be di- 
vorced of colored leadership, a mat- 
ter which he considers an absolute 
pilerequisite to further suceess. On 
the other hand, members of the na- 
tional committee, including Chair- 
man Work, have been fearful of the 
reaction in eastern and middle west- 
crn states to any proposal for reor- 
ganization based on lily white lead- 
ership. The practice has been to 
hold. negro voters in line in states 
like Ohio and Indiana, where they 
form the balance of power, by giving 
them official recognition in the south, 
which heretofore has not figured in 
republican electoral computations. 


Left to Local Party. 


Mr. Akerson avoided this conflict 
by explaining that the president in 
approving southern readjustments was 
not concerned with local squabbles 
over black and tan _ organizations. 
Those problems, he stated, will be 
left to individual states for solution. 

Nevertheless, the Mann program is 
known to contemplate only lily white 
organizations and he is in position 
now to carry this out, fully. 

Senator Borah. of Idaho, whose 
campaign on behalf of Mr. Hoover last 
fall carried him into the south, de- 
clared that Mr. Hoover's pronounce- 
ment was “a start’ in the right di- 
rection.” 

“It's a good start,”’ was the com- 
ment of Chairman Brookhart, of the 
senate patronage investigating com- 
mittee, 

The text of President Hoover's 
statement, delivered to newspaper cor- 
respondents at his regular ‘Tuesday 
press conference, follows in full: 

“It has been the aspiration of re- 
publican presidents over many years 
to build up sound republican organi- 
zation in the southern states of ‘such 
character as would commend itself to 
the citizens of those states. 

“This aspiration has arisen out of 
no narrow sense of partisanship but 
from the conviction shared in equally 
by the leaders of all parties that the 
basis of sound government must rest 
upon strong two-party representation 
and organization; that the voice of 
all states in the councils of the gov- 
ernment can be assured by no other 
means; that the welfare of the nation 
at large requires the breaking down 
of sectionalism im politics; that the 
publie service can be assured only by 
responsible organization.

When 
our reports are ready, and we expect 
it will take nearly the remainder of 
the year to complete the surveys in 
an intelligent way, we shall call a 
meeting of the executive committee of 
our group and discuss each recommen- 
dation thoroughly and then offer our 
findings to city council for such dis- 
posal as that body sees fit to make. 

“Members of the committee will re- 
ceive no compensation for their serv- 
ices, but Atlanta will get the benefits 
of their business methods and their 
recommendations without a cent of 
cost. We feel that we are entering 
upon this work with the full co-opera- 
tion of the administration, department 
heads and even of every employe of 
the city government. Our intention is 
to assist in introduction of modern 
business principles and methods into 
local governmental affairs. City coun- 
cil unanimously passed the resolution 
calling for appointment of this com- 
mittee and Mayor I. N. Ragsdale made 
the selection in accordance with the 
councilmaniec paper. 

Politics Is Barred. 

“Our efforts will be devoted prin- 
cipally to the business and economical 
aspects of the problems which con- 
front the city in a purély impersonal 
and non-political way. There is not 
a single membér of the committee who 
has any political aspirations. Most 
of them are large taxpayers and as 
such are interested solely in whether the 
city is getting 100 per cent for every 
dollar: it expends. Overlapping of de- 
partments, possible wastes in depart- 
ments and lost motions may save large 
sums if eliminated. 

“No member of the committee is 
familiar with the intricacies of the 
municipal government. We must 
learn these. That will take time. We 
must study the various departments, 
their functions and their respettive 
duties. We then will be in a position 
to offer suggestions, which we believe 
will prove beneficial.”

EARNINGS DOUBLED. 
BY NATIONAL STORES. 


The annual statement of National 
Department Stores, Inc., the first 
countrywide system of its kind, form- 
ed in 1923 and operating department 
stores in 11 principal cities, was made 
public Tuesday. Thé report is re- 
garded as of more than mere term sig- 
nificance in that there has been-an 
intensive application over the last five 


years of the central control principle 
of store merchandising on a national 
scale. 

The corporation shows, with net 
sales of $71,404,075 in the fiseg] ‘year 
ended January 31, 1929, net profits 
of $2,180,028, after all. ‘charges and 
taxes, including depreciation and amor- 
tization. This was equivalent to $2.29 
per share earned on the 550,000 shares 
of no par common stock outstanding 
during the year, and compares with 
net profits of $1.578,5ST, equal after 
preferred dividends, to $1.07 per share 
on the same number of common shares 
outstanding in the preceding year: 

Not only did the corporation more 
than double its per share earnings on 
the common stock last year, on a low- 
er volume of sales resulting fram im- 
portant and beneficial changes in mer- 
chandising methods, but it was ‘also 
able to reduce its liabilities on bonds, 
mortgages and other properties and 
other long-term indebtedness by $817.- 
173 and to reduce by redemption its 
first preferred stock by $339,600 and 
its second preferred stock by $72,800. 
Since the é@hd of the fiscal period 
covered by the report (January 31, 
1929) it has redeemed or acquired for 
redemption an additional $460,700 par 

value of preferred stock so that since 
January 51, 1928, the company has re- 
deemed a total of $867.100 of first and 
second preferred stocks. The com- 
pany has no notes payable outstand- 
ing 

“After dividends paid ‘and accrued, 
there was carried to surplus $1, 143.- 
718, against $680,715 in the preceding 
year. Total earned surplus now stands 
at the record figure of $7.095.825 
which compares with $5,952,107 at 
the end of the previous fiscal year. 

All the corporation's valuable lease- 
holds and good will are earried at the 
nominal figure of $1. 

President Victor W. Sincere in his 
report says: 

“As forecast in our statement isstied 
one year ago, it was during the past 
year and is now our intention to im- 
prove our turnover and profits, based 
on advanced methods in retailing. The 
results are evidenced by the increased 
turnover and an increased profit show- 
ing. 

“Our financial position is very much 
improved, the ratio of current assets 
to current liabilities being — slightly 
more than four to one. 

“Our inventories, containing all that 
is necessary for our purpose, are at 
the lowest point since our organiza- 
tion, Our reserves of every class are 
considered ample. 

“Our personnel. both in our New 
York executive offices and in our 
stores has been greatly strengthened 
and improved. 

“During the year we have increased 
the efficiency of our centralized con- 
trol and buying of merchandise, which 
materially aids in profitable operation. 
The current year should see this in- 
creasingly effective, and your board of 
directors view with optimism the prof- 
itable results thereof.”

During Frantic Session 


DAILY STOCK SUMMARY.

New York, March 26.—(#)—The 


ghost of unstable credit that has 
haunted the stock market for months, 
while confirmed bulls have endeavored 
to scoff it out of existence, material- 
ized in flesh and blood today and 
gave the market a shock that sent 
it through the most violent contortions 
in its history. The huge total of 8; 
246,840 shares changed hands during 
the frantic session, which exceeds the 
previous record turnover of November 
30, by 1,304,240. 

he most ‘acute money squeeze since 
the post-war deflation crisis of 1920 
sent the call loan rate up to 20 per 
cent, before funds were forthcom- 
ing. A landslide of selling during 
the first four hours of the session 
drove about a third of the active is- 
sues to new low grounds for the 
year, a few extreme losses running 
from 20 to 35 points. A rally of re- 
markable vigor set in during the last 
hour, however, when the 20 per cent 
rate finally brought out funds, and 
scores of important shares rallied from 
5 to 26 points from their bottom 
levels, and a sprinkling closed with 
net gains, 

The Associated Press price index of 
50 industrials at the close of the mar- 
ket showed a loss of but 18 points, 
compared to the loss of 6.6 points 
yesterday and the rail index showed 
agar d no change. The index of 

utilities, however, lost nearly 5 
points. 

The grave situation in the money 
market resulted from conditions simi- 
lar to those at the year end, and had 
been fore-shadowed in federal reserve 
analysis. The market, grown increas- 
ingly dependent upon loans from cor- 
porations, found this supply cut off, 
as concerns as conserving their funds 
against the heavy April 1 interest and 
dividend requirements. Over the year- 
end the banks came to the support 
of the money market with about 
$600,000,000, increasing their federal 
reserve borrowings by $182./4.0,000 in 
order to do it. but under the present 
federal reserve policy, they could not 
be moved to aid the market until the 
call loan rate touched 20 per cent, 
acres unequalled since February 5,

funds for a time 
seemed impossible to find. Call money 
was quoted in the outside market at 
one time as high as 25 per cent, and 
time money was quoted up to 8 1-2 
per cent, with practically none avail- 
able. 

Although much of the day’s. losses 
were regained in the last hour of 
trading, the precipitous decline had 
disastrous consequences for hundreds 
of traders. Margin calls went out in 
a flood, and while commission houses 
reported that about four out of five 
were able to put up the cash, the fact 
that one out of five had to sell out at 
the low levels indicates huge losses in 
the aggregate. It was one of the most 
prosperous days on record for the 
bears, although the rally at the close 
came so quickly, and under the screen 
of a late ticker, that many have 
failed to cover at the low levels.

The price at the close of spot sales 
activites as reported by the Atlanta 
'Commercial rung the register at 19.65, 
better, however, than on the same day 
a year ago by 15 points. A week ago 
it was 20.10. 

Sales of 700 bales were reported. 


Following the trend of the stock 
market, the New York Cotton Ex- 
change let go evervthing, and prices 
sagged from 7 to 21 points, July con- 
tracts suffering most in the moree 
ment. 

A decline of 19 points at the close 
was clyalked up on the New Orleans 
board. 

Cotton occupies a favorable position 
at present, and many brokers are urg- 
ing purchase on present apparent low 
prices. 

Liquidation seems to have reached 
(a climax, in cotton, but further breaks 
'in the stock market may result un- 
| favorably.
